The defendant’s case was that he could not 
get a house to let anywhere. Although he 
had been living in apartments previous to b's 
coming into possession of these premises, 
neither he nor his wife and two children 
desired to return to apartments. 

Judge Pigot held that, having regard to all 
the circumstances, the greater hardship would 
be on the plaintiff if she did not get posses- 
sion of the premises. He intimated his in- 
tention of giving a decree, and, on the ques- 
tion of a stay, ordered the matter to be 
mentioned later. 

Mr. F. Sherry (instructed by Messrs. D. 
and T. Fitzgerald) appeared for the plai- 
tiff ; and Mr. James Henry, LL.D. (instructe 
by Mr. A. T. Ellis) for the defendant.

It has been pointed out that 
‘he fundamental condition of stability under 
A gold standard is an export trade balance, 
and for the past five years Canada’s exports 
have exceeded her imports. In fact, this con- 
dition has been maintained for eleven con- 
tinuous years, with the exception ,of 1920, 
when there was a period of deflation, and im- 
ports slightly exceeded exports. The export 
trade balances for the past five years were 
approximately: 1921, $17,000,000:

RAILWAY CHARGES. 


BOILER MANUFACTURERS 
TALK OF A BOYCOTT, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Monday. 

Ir. F. Carter, of the Boiler Manufacturers’ 
Association, gave evidence before the Railway 
Rates Tribunal in London to-day against the 
proposed increased charges contained in the 
new schedules submitted by the railway com- 
panies affecting the carriage of boilers. He 
said that he would be prepared to advise his 
Association to send their traffic by road and 
entirely to boycott the railways if the com- 
panigs persisted in their new schemes of 
classification. 

Mr. Carter said that for over thirty years 
the boiler trade had enjoyed d rates, but 
the new charges were sc high that they would 
kill the trade. Boilers, owing to their low 
value—about £30 per ton—and because they 
were such splendid loads, were given a low 
classification. e companies, regardless of 
the effect on the trade, were now going to 
alter all this, and he warned them that if 
they did so not only the manufacturers, but 
the railways also, would lose.

Europe and the Franc. 


The heavy fall yesterday in the value of 
the French franc affords a striking example 
of the influence of psychology on high 
finance. An unstabilised currency is like 
an aspen leaf, fluttering in every breath 
of public opinion, and susceptible to the 
slightest change in the political atmo- 
sphere. The franc has started on its head- 
long plunge. Nobody can foretell the 
ultimate depth of its fall, but it would 
be very ‘foolish to assume that France is 
doomed. Her economic position still is 
quite sound, and a people with the thrift, 
industry and productive capacity of the 
French will not be submerged easily in 
a collapse of their currency. Of course, 
the situation -is ‘serious. A _ falling 
currency invites inflation, ‘which, in 
turn, forces monetary values downwards ; 
but there is an essential difference 
between the case of France and that of 
the -other European countries that have 
passed through currency crises, The 
débácle of the German mark occurred at 
a time when the Cuno Government was 
opposing the French invasion of the Ruhr 
valley by a futile policy of passive resist- 
ance, and the Reich was faced with a 
colossal debt to the AHies. Germany wasa 
defeated nation—disillusionised. bitter and 
distraught, lacking the energy to lift ‘herself 
out of the slough of despond. Austria was 
in even worse case; fcr the Treaty of 
St. Germain created an economic 
monstrosity. France, on the other hand, 
is a victorious nation, with a united and 
vigorous people, Her financial difficulties 
are of her own making, and her fate is in 
her own hands. 

The Germans saved themselves by the 
introduction of the Rentenmark, and to-day 
their ‘currency stands- second only to 
sterling in Europe. Less than three years 
ago marks were being quoted at billions 
to the pound; but the German people 
recognised the necessity for drastic de- 
flation, and, although it meant fearful 
hardships and the emergence of five 
million unemployed, they persevered in 
their resolve to get back to a gold standard. 
Their Government armed itself with a 
Powers Bill, far more drastic than that 
‘which the French Chamber rejected last 
Saturday. It succeeded in its task because 
the whole German people supported its 
efforts, and every individual contributed 
his or her quota to the general sacrifice. 
Now that France is facéd with the same 
problem, Germany, strangely. enough, is 
expressing genuine sympathy with her 
plight. The Germans know, of course, 
that the devaluation of the franc is bound 
to react ‘on their own trade; and since 
the war they have developed a European 
outlook which they never possessed in the 
old days. France must return to gold, 
as Germany returned. The French people 
have postponed the day of reckoning for 
six years, allowing matters to drift in 
the vague hope that a deus ex machina 
might arrive to extricate them from their 
difficulties. Now the point has been 
reached at which they must get to work. 
They have no alternative except'a lapse 
into the condition of a South American 
Republic, and the nation that held’ Verdun 
is not likely to sabmit to that fate. 

The conflict that raged‘ from 1914 to 


1918 was. the most. destructive event in 
‘human anfials, and the’ post-war mainten- 


ance. of pre-war standards. was incom- 
patible with continued solvency. Europe s 
only hope lay in immediate retrenchment, 
a lowering of standards all round, and 


ia general resolve to increase production 


in such a way as to. reconstitute her 
shattered economy in the ~ shortest 
possible time. The only nation chat 
adopted. this -plan with very little 
delay was England; but even she had

to drive the people back to Spartan ways ; 
and Germany continued to eat, drink and 
be merry until imminent disaster brought 
her to her senses. Now it is Fiance’s 
turn. When her finances have been set 
in order Eurepe will be in sight of 
complete recovery. The change will entail 
suffering. Pleasures must be scorned, and 
the dolorous way already trodden by the 
feet of Britons, Germans and Italians 
must be followed. The French people will 
have the sympathy and help of all the 
nations in their days of trial; for the 
transient distinctions of the war are 
dying, and friends and foes alike are 
beginning to.realise the need for European 
solidarity.. Their material interests. are 
interwoven so closely that political 
frontiers are losing their former strict- 
ness. Europe is becoming aware of her 
economic unity; and the French franc is 
playing an important part in the process. 


Rules of Court. 

To-day Dail Eireann will be asked to 
accept or to reject the rules which legal 
experts have drafted, under the Govern- 
inent’s auspices, for the conduct of the 
Supreme and High Courts and the 
District Courts of the Free State. The 
position is curious and unfortunate. 
‘Whien, on July 6th, the Minister for 
Justice invited the Dail to give an imme: 
diate verdict on the rules, he pleaded that 


the legal profession would suffer much 
inconvenience if they had not received 


parliamentary confirmation before the open- 
ing of Michaelmas Term. After July Sth 
the form of the rules would be fixed by 
the passing of the Courts Officers Bill, 
and then the Dail must accept or reject 
them as a whole, For the moment, how- 
ever, the rules were fluid and the com- 
mittees which had drafted them could 
take cognisance of any objections or 
amendments which the Dail might pro- 
pose. The Dail, conceiving that undue 
haste was being forced upon it in a 
matter of national importance, refused to 
adopt the Minister's suggestion, . and, 
taking no action on the rules, adjourned 
until to-day, Mr. Thomas Johnson -said 
that the Courts’ Jack of new rules in the 
autumn term would be a smaller evil than 
the Dail’s acceptance of the draft rules 
without proper examination; and Mr. 
Hewat concurred with him on behalf of 
the business community. It 
that to-day Mr. O’Higgins will ask the 
Dail to accept or reject the rules in globo, 
without even the pretence of examina- 
tion. If it agrees, it will have abjured 
its functions as a deliberative assembly. 
If it insists on the discharge of those 
its summer 
“in the 


functions, it must curtail 
holiday or must leave the rules 
air” until November. 

This is an awkward dilemma, but the 
Dail’s attitude to it may be influenced by 
the Upper Chamber s simultaneous revolt 
against the policy of “rush.” On July 9th 
the Senate appointed a special committee 
for the consideration of the Rules of Court ; 
and the unanimous report of this com- 
mittee, which includéd two eminent 
lawyers—Lord Glenavy and Mr. 8. L. 
Browa, K.C.—is published today. It 
disputes the Government’s contention that 
the Senate, like the Dail, must accept or 
reject the rules in globo, holding that, 
while the Senate has no authority to 
suggest amendments, it is entitled to express 
its disapproval of individual rules. As a 
result of its examination of the three 
sets of rules the Senate’s committee has 
endorsed all the proposed rules for the 
Supreme and High but has 
rejected seventeen rules in the case of the 
Cireuit Courts and eight in the case of 
the District Courts. 
unless it decides to repudiate the unani-

Clearly, therefore, 


mous verdict of its own committee, the 
Senate must refuse, on Thursday, any 
demand that it shall accept or reject the 
Perhaps, despite his 
recent announcement, the Minister for 
Justice has not made the rules immutable 
by signing them, and may be able, in the 
Dail to-day, to propose some compromise 


rules as a whole.

Houses. Be will be fortunate if such a 
compromise is still possible, and will show 
wisdom in offering it. In any case we 
believe that temporary inconvenience to 
legal business would be a less serious 
thing than the hasty adoption of rules 
which, in the view of at least two of the 
distinguished — lawyers, 
require much amendment. We believe 
also that, if the law is embarrassed by 
delay in the promulgation of rules, the 
country will not put the chief blame on 
the Dail and Senate. They, like the

i Unknown London. 


Recently an American traveller re- 
marked that Londoners. knew little. of 
their city. In a West End hotel he had 
inquired the -way to a certain suburb, the 
name of which was once the name of a 
town separated by green country from 
London proper. ' To his surprise nobody 
could direct him to the district; and he 
did not realise that places once notable 
now are but undistinguished and grimy 
tracts in the wilderness of brickwork that 
is outer London. Few Londoners or 
strange residents in London ever explore 
the regions which lie between the city 
proper and the brighter, newer suburbs.

Dangers of the Jungle. 


Within the Indian Empire is repre- 
sented every phase of human culture from 
primitive barbarism to mature. civilisa- 
tion. There man still is the prey of wild 
creatures, and within the walls of cities 
children tremble at the distant cry of 
the beast. Modern, methods of attack upon 
the enemies of the race have reduced the 
casualties greatly. The Calcutta Corres- 
pondent of the Daily Telegraph reports 
that last year 1,974 deaths were caused in 
‘British India by wild beasts and 19,508 
by snakes, as compared with 2,587 and 
19,867 in the previous year, Tigers were 
responsible for 974 deaths, leopards for 
191, wolves for 265, bears for 82, elephants 
for 78, wild pigs for 73 and crocodiles for 
98. A curious fact revealed by statistics 
is a large increase in the number of deaths 
caused by one animal—the elephant. . This 
is the more remarkable since the elephant, 
alone of the creatures named, is capable 
of domestication. On all the other kinds 
steady war is being waged. Last year no 
fewer than 24,605 dangerous wild animals 
were killed. Among these there were 1,600 
tigers, 4,600 leopards, 2,485 bears and 
2.361 wolves. No less a sum than 70,000 
rupees was paid in rewards for the destruc- 
tion of these foes to human security. 
Our generation may see India rendered 
as free of wolves as are these islands—in 
which wolves ranged little more than two 
centuries ago. The jungle will be freed 
of tigers and leopards. The conquest of 
the snake, however; will be a more diffi- 
cult task, demanding long, patient and 
courageous endeavour. 


DOCTORS AND THE DRUG 
HABIT. 


PROPOSED TRIBUNAL. 

At the conference of the representative 
body of the British Medical Association at 
Nottingham yesterday a discussion took place 
on a tribunal to be set up to prevent doctors 
being supplied with dangerous drugs if they 
themselves were addicted to drug-taking. It 
was stated that the object of this actioa 
was to wean doctors from the drug habit, 
and in the imterests of patients. 

Dr. Bone, of Luton, said that it could be 
amply proved that members of their profes- 
sion and leading consultants in London 
prescribed these drugs in large quantities at 
the request of patients without seeing those 
patients for long periods: 

A recommendation in favour of the tribunal 
was adopted. 


DOUBLE IMPORT DUTY. 


ENGLISH MANUFACTURERS’ 
GRIEVANCE. 

After the startling decision of Mr. Justice 
Meredith in the Dublin Law Courts last week 
that English patent rights do not exist in the 
Irish Free State—a question which is certain 
to go to appeal—the grievance of English 
manufacturers that a second import duty is 
charged by the Free State on goods which 
had been sent back for necessary repair or 
alteration seems. a minor thing. But, says 
the Manchester Guardian, apparently it has 
a wide bearing. 

The Federation of British Industries have 
asked the Board of Trade to take the matter 
up. They point, out that the. Irish .wree 
tate is the only Dominion: in which 
Such Yegislation “exists. In the 
various self-governing Dominions machinery 
exists which allows for the return of goods 
upon wilich duty has been paid: for the re- 
pair here and subsequent re-export to the 
Dominion concerned without payment of 
duty a second time. Of course, itis a much 
more vital maiter with goods sent to Ireland, 
for owing ‘to the high carriage. cost the 
machinery in question is not much used with 
distant Dominions : 

One recent. case. which brought the maiter 
up concerned articles of personal clothing 
and wearing apparel, and the Revenue Com- 
missioners of Dublin wrote to“ the Federa- 
tion that the whole position with réference to 
this matter was carefully considered at the 
time of the imposition of the duty on’ wear- 
ing apparel, and it was decided not to make 
provisions in the law for re-importation as 
are now suggested,

NURSING HOME 
SCANDATS. 


DRASTIC CHANGES IN THE 
LAW RECOMMENDED. 


_ Drastic changes in the law relating to nurs- 
ing homes are recommended in the report of 
the British Select Committee. on Nursing 
Homes (Registration), which was issued yes. 
terday.: It-is proposed’ that’ all nursing homes, 
including maternity homes, shall be brought 
under one comprehensive scheme, in spite of 
existing legislation regarding nursing homes. 

Other recommendations are that legislation 
for a scheme of registration and inspection of 
nursing homes be introduced at an early date; 
that the supervising authorities should be 
county and borough councils; that inspection 
should be carried out by medical officers of 
health, with the assistance of other technica] 
Officers. 

Several cases had been. reported ‘where it 
was alleged that the matron, or person in 
charge, was frequently drunk. In other 
cases there was no staff at all. bevond the 
keeper of the home, and perhaps her husband 
or a relative. The strongest complaints were 
made with reférence to the neglect of patients.

** SCHOOL FOR WIVES.” 

Though not. the first ‘‘ run ” in Dublin, the 
exhibition at the Carlton Cinema of “ School 
for, Wives” attracted notice this week—when 
advance paragraphs of other film shows 
stressed Bowery, night-life. and ‘‘ crook ’’ ele- 
ments, .as-if our decent Dublin folk craved 
for. such scenes—because ‘‘ School for Wives ”” 
was said to be based on Leonard Merrick’s 
story, ‘‘The House of Lynch.”’ 

One had hoped to find something of 
Merrick’s qualities of observation, fancy, and 
literary grace translated in the film medium, 
but the hope was vain.

DUKE AND DUCHESS OF 
YORK 'TO OPEN 
CANBERRA. 


- 


HE Duke and Duchess of York will 
i visit Australia on the occasion of 
the official opening of the Federal capital 
at Canberra on May 9th, 1927. The 
inyitation was conveyed’ in the following 
telegram from the Governor-General] of 
the Commonwealth to the Secretary of 
State for Dominion Affairs for submission 
to the King :— 

On behalf of the Government and people 
of Australia, we most loyally and respect- 
fully request that Your Majesty permit Their 
Royal Highnesses the Duke and. Duchess of 
York to visit Australia on the occasion of 
the official opening of Canberra in May, 
1927, and to perform the opening ceremony. 
In making this request, we recall with 
pleasure and pride Your Majesty’s own visit 
in 1901, when you graciously consented to 
open the first Federal Parliament. 

“We would regard it as singularly ap- 
propriate if your som were. permitted, to 
represent you at the establishment of the 
Federa' capital, which marks another im- 
portant phase in the development of this 
great British Commonwealth, and is regarded 
by our people as an event of deep national 
significance ‘and importance. We feel that 
the presence of His Royal Highness on such 
an occasion would evoke the strongest pos- 
sible expression of loyalty and enthusiasm, 
and farther strengthen the ‘bonds which 
uniie us to the mother country and to your 
Royal House.—Sroxeuaven.”’ 

The Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs replied to the Governor-General’s 
message as follows :— 

“His Majesty the King has received with 
very great pleasure the message contained 
in your telegram of 14th of July, and is 
graciously pleased to consent to the request 
of his Ministers. of the Commonwealth of 
Australia that he will permit Their Royal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York 
to visit Australia to perform the ceremony 
of the opening of Canberra in May, 1927

FREE STATE' QUOTA NOT 
'-PECLED. 
TO BE REDUBED NEXT 
YEAR. 


- 


The quota of immigration allowed by 
the United States of America to persons 
born in the Free State counties of Ireland 
was not. utilised to the full during the 
past twelve months. . 

The ‘‘ fiscal year ” for which the quota 
is taken ends on the 30th June, and the 
number of visas used in the year Ist July, 
1925-30th June, 1926, is now known, sub- 
ject only to possible correction by two or 
three on the receipt of information from 
distant places. This possibility, it may 
be explained, is opened by the fact that 
the quota is applied according to birth, 
not domicile. A person who was born 
in the Irish Free State area, though now 
resident, say, in Australia, counts to the 
Free State quota. 


200 BELOW QUOTA. : 

The number oí persons born in the Free 
State area who obtained visas to enter the 
United States as immigrants in the year now 
closed was 200 below the full quota of 
28,567. In the previous year the quoia was 
filled, and a waiting list was brought forward 
into this past year; but in the past year 
there has sen no “banking up ” of applica- 
tions, In the past few months, since the 
spring emigration season began, the 200. un- 
used places could have been allocated, if it 
had been simply a question of meeting 
demand, for there were applicants. Issue 
was restricted, however, by operation of the 
rule that not more than 10 per cent, of the 
total quota may be used in anv one month. 
During the winter months hundreds of visas 
were to spgre—only about half the available 
number- was used—but the balance of 
vacancies could not all be carried forward 
to the spring months because of the limitation 
on monthly issues. The net result, as stated, 
was a total issue for the year of 200 less 
than the. quota. 

The lesson might be kept in mind by 
persons who may think of migrating to the 
United States next year. They should 
endeavour to obtain a visa during the winter ; 
it will be valid for departure any time within 
four months after date of issue. Thus, a 
visa dated Ist January will be valid if the 
holder leaves the country in which it was 
granted before the end of April. 


CHANGE NEXT YEAR. 

The point is, indeed, of particular im- 
portance in this present “fiscal year’’; for 
this is the last year of the present quota. 
From the Ist July next the quota will be 
calculated on a different. basis; and, although 
the likely figure has not been announced, 
it is probable that the Free State percentage 
may be little more than a third of the present 

uota. 

The preliminary medical inspection  in- 
augurated last year is believed to have 
worked to general satisfaction. It does not 
guarantee that a person passed here will be 
admitted on arrival; but it has saved many 
persons from going’ unnecessarily to the ex- 
pense and trouble of a journey. ‘The medical 
staff here ghas knowledge of the standards 
observed on the other side, and has been able 
to advise in hundreds of cases that an 
attempt to enter the United States would be 
hopeless. In some cases the hint has been 
given that removal of bad teeth. or some 
other operation or treatment, would do away 
with the disability that prevented the imme- 
diate issue of a recommendation. 

Of the visas issued within the Free State 
quota during the vear, about half were given 
at the Dublin Consulate, and Queenstown 
accounted for a large share of the other half. 
The remainder were given at Belfast to resi- 
dents in Northern Ireland born in the twenty- 
six counties, at Glasgow, Liverpool and other 
ports throughout the world—with Canada 
accounting for one of the largest blocks.

them unable to discharge the functions exer- 
cisable by the Board, the Minister, therefore, 
appoints under the order, and to hold office 
for twelve months, the undermentioned to 
act as Guardians for the poor, for the Union, 
and te be the Assessment Committee of the 
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Union :—

— (Reuter.i, 


THREE CHILDREN 
DROWNED. 


SWEPT AWAY ON 
“THE FLOOD. 


»-LIGHTNING CAUSES 
MANY DEATHS.

The saddest menial reported in con- 
nection with Sunday’s thunderstorm is 
the drowning of three little children at a 
place named Allen’s Bridge, Newmarket, 
Their parents’ house was 


County Cork. 
invaded by the flood and the children were 
carried off and drowned. The distracted 
mother succeeded in saving three others 
by snatching them from a bed as the water 
rushed into the house. 

Reports from all parts of Ireland and 
Great Britain tell of the severity’ of the 
storm, which old people describe as the 
worst that they remember for a long time. 
The ‘lightning was responsible for the 
deaths of several people, and ‘cattle 
perished in considerable numbers. 


THREE CHILDREN LOST. 


SWEPT FROM THEIR HOME. 


For some time before 11 o'clock on Sunday 
night thunder and lightning were raging in 
the district of Newmarket, County Cork, and 
torrential rain fell at frequent intervals. The 
home of Michael Fitzgerald, the father of the 
little victims, is a one-storeyed cottage, close 
to Allen’s Bridge, under which the River 
Dallua flows. As a result of the constant 
downpour, the river became swollen. and the 
mouth of the river was choked with masses 
of hay which were borne down from the upper 
redches. The course of the river was diverted 
towards Fitzgerald’s house; but the occu- 
pants of the cottage—Fitzgerald, his wife, 
his father, Michael Fitzgerald, and his six 
children—apparently did not anticipate the 
awful fate which befell the family. 

At about 11 p.m. the thunder and lightning 
were at their height, but the children were 
sleeping peacefully and the parents and grand- 
father were sitting around the fire in the 
kitchen. The river rose rapidly, and, without 
warning, the occupants of the cottage heard 
the roar of water. The front door, which was 
locked, was burst open, and the flood poured 
into the cottage. 

A terrible scene followed. In the midst of 
the confusion the distracted mother waded 
through the water to where: the children were 
sleeping. She was able to reach them, and 
snatching three of them from the bed held 
them close to her. The water rushed into 
the room where Mrs. Fitzgerald was, sweep- 
ing away with it the three other children 
female twins, aged seven, and a boy, aged 
five, who were carried off before their 
mother’s eyes. 

The grandfather “and father saved their 
lives by standing on the kitchen table, butthe 
flood was so high that they could do nothing 
to save the children. 

An alarm was raised when the water had 
subsided. and neighbours came rushing to the 
scene. The Guards arrived from Newmarket. 

The search was continued yesterday morn- 
ing,. but up to mid-day the bodies were not 
found. 


SHELTERING CATTLE KILLED. 

At about 9.30 o'clock on Sunday night eight 
valuable cattle, the property of Mr. Timothy 
Coughlan, Coolehane, Macroom, that were 
sheltering under a tree, were destroyed by 
lightning. Many motorists coming from the 
Kerry side felt the full shock of the storm, 
which they described as terrific. 


HOLIDAY-MAKERS TRAPPED. 

‘The floods from the hills rendered many o1 
the streets in Youghal impassabie. There 
was a big influx.of vigitors to the town on 
Sunday, and those who remained late were 
caught in the storm, which broke about, 8.30, 
and continued for some hours. Reports from 
the surrounding. districts show that a num- 
ber of horses, cattle, and sheep were ‘killed. 


NO DAMAGE AT FERMOY. 

At Fermoy the lightning was very vivid, 
while the peals of thunder were  nerve- 
racking. During the day the atmosphere 
wa; heavy, and there was every appearance 
of rain. At about nine o'clock the distant 
peals of the thunder could be heard, with oc- 
casional flashes of sheet lightning. ‘The storm 
continued up.to about 2 o’clock on Monday 
morning. Rain fell, up to 5 o'clock, and 
persons going to the fairs at Youghal and 
elsewhere experienced a very bad time, There 
are no reports of any accidents or injury 
from the outlying districts. 


LABOURER KILLED AT HIS FIRESIDE. 
In West Limerick Sunday night’s thunder- 
storm was more serious than was at first 
reported. A man named Dunleavy, 4 
labourer, was killed instantly by ‘lightning 
while sitting by his own fireside in a cottage 
at Killilagh, on the Cork-Limerick border. 
A farmhouse at Feohanagh, near Drom- 
collogher, was burned to the ground, the 
lightning striking the thatched roof. The 
only occupant, John Collins, had a narrow 
escape. He was asleep when the lightning 
struck the house, and was awakened by the 
crackling of the burning woodwork. 


FARMHOUSE DESTROYED. 
A farmhouse, the property of a farmer 


named Tobin, in Ballyfauskeen, Ballylanders, . 


East Limerick,. was struck by the lightning 
and destroyed. One of the children was 
badly burned in the bed, and fears are 
entertained for the recovery of the child. 
Old people say that the storm was the worst 
for many years. 


HAY SET ON FIRE. 

A violent thunderstorm broke over 
Limerick City and district on Sunday 
morning, and, accompanied by vivid light- 
ning and a heavy ranfall, continued for 
almost five hours. No damage was done in 
the city, but in the Clarina district, five 
miles away, a horse and a cow were killed, 
and hay was set on fire. 

The storm broke out again yesterday -even- 
ing, and lasted, from eight o'clock until 
eleven. In Sixmilebridge area cattle were 
killed and hay set alight. 


TROPICAL RAINFALL IN WATERFORD. 
In Waterford and the district on Sunday 
night vivid flashes of lightning were followed 
by deafening peals of thunder. The storm 
began shortly after seven o'clock, and con- 
tinued until 10.30, heavy rains falling. It 
reached its climax at about 4 a.m. yesterday 
morning, when the cownpour became almost 
tropical in volume. The streets, which were 
deserted from an early hour on Sunday even- 
ing, were quickly flooded, and many business 
people on opening their shops yesterday 
morning, found the basements flooded to a 
depth of several inches. Telegraphic com- 
munication was delayed. Beyond some 
damage to chimneys and the death of a dog, 
which was struck by lightning in one of the 
higher city levels, no damage is reported. 
e flood in the Suir was augmented by 
the rainfall, 


FLOOD IN THE SUIR. 

At Clonmel the iver Suir rose nearly two 
feet. On Monday the weather was dull, 
oppressive and showery. The electrical dis- 
turbance seriously interfered with wireless 
operations. 


PICNIC PARTIES OUT ALL NIGHT. 

The rainfall at Athlone on Sunday morn- 
ing was so heavy that the attendance at the 
different Churches was small. Soon after 
noon the day brightened, and many boating 
arties set out for the islands in Lough Ree. 
ooh after they had landed a fierce storm 
broke out and rain fell in torrents. The 
picnic parties had to remain on the islands 
until the storm had passed, and they reached 
Athlone early on Monday morning.

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SENATE COMMITTEE'S 
_ REPORT, 


MANY FLAWS FOUND. 


- 


The report of the Special Committee 
appointed by the Free State Senate to 
consider the new Rules of Court was 
circulated to members of the Chamber last 
evening. 

The Committee was constituted by 
resolution of the House on 9th July, and 
consisted of Senators Bennett, S. L. 
Brown, K.C.; J. G. Douglas, T. Farren, 
and Lord Glenavy. Its report is a unani- 
mous one. 

With regard to the rules of the Supreme 
and High Courts, the Committee recom- 
mends “ that each and all of these rules 


be approved.”’ 
CIRCUIT COURT. 

In the rules of the Circuit Court the Com- 
mittee discovers a good number of flaws, and 
recommends the rejection of fully seventeen 
of the proposed rules. The report states — 

‘‘The Committee recommends that these 
(Circuit Court) rules be approved save as to 
the following, which they recommend should 
be disapproved :— 

“Rule 10 prescribes ‘My Lord’ as the 
English form by which the judges are to be 
addressed. This is the same form as that 
prescribed by the rules of the Supreme Court 
and High Court for their judges, but the 
Committee recommends that the _  long- 
established practice by which this form of 
address was confined to the judges of the 
High Court should be retained as an indica- 
tion of the distinction in status. It will be 
observed that by the same rule this distinc- 
ba is preserved by the íorm of address in 
Irish. 

‘Rules 72 and 74—These rules regulate the 
procedure in the case of persons suing or 
being sued in forma pauperis. Rule 72 con- 


tains no provision requiring the person apply: 


ing for leave so to sue or defend to verify by 
affidavit the facts upon which he bases his 
claim or defence. 

“ Rule 74 disentitles any counsel or solicitor 


to any costs or fees from the person so ad- 


mit to sue or defend, but goes on to pro- 
vide that if he succeeds and costs are awarded 
against his opponent, his counsel and solicitor 
shall be entitled to receive all the usual costs 


and fees when taxed by the proper officer. 
The Committee is of opinion, first, that this 


rule is unfair to the opposite party in the 
litigation, who ex Aypethesi cannot recover 


any costs if he succeeds, but would in the 


event of defeat be compelled to pay not only 


his own costs, but also costs and fees which 


have not been incurred or paid by the other 
party; and, secondly, the rule sanctions the 
vicious principle of payment by results for 


professional services. 


“Rule 107—The words ‘has no substantial 
interest in the cause of action’ are certain to 
cause difficulty in their application, as they 
plainly might be construed as covering and 
including an interest that is sometimes greater 
than nominal. 


TRIAL BY SPECIAL JURY. 

“ Rule 176 (b) and (c) confers upon either 
litigant in every case to be tried by a jury 
the right to have it tried by a special jury. 
The Committee is of opinion that this un- 
limited right is liable to abuse and should be 
a matter to be determined, on application, by 
the judge in the case of claims under a pre- 
scribed amount or of a trivial character. 
Further, no discretion appears to be left to 
the judge at the trial to disallow to the party 
claiming the special jury the extra costs 
thereby occasioned. 

“ Rule 241—This rule is in the opinion of 
the Committee w/tra vires in so far as it 
extends the statutory jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court by conferring validity upon all 
orders of the Court in any case in which 
the excess of jurisdiction only appears 
in the progress of the suit, pro- 
vided such orders were made before the 
fact of excess appeared. We are also of 
opinion that the proviso limiting the appli- 
cation of this rule to cases in which the 
Court shall be of opinion that the action or 
matter was not brought from an impropér 
motive are too vague and difficult in applica- 
tion. 

“ Rules 263 to 273— These rules apparently 
contemplate that the Court may upon an 
ex parte application make an order for attach- 
ment and even make an absolute order on the 
occasion, So far they seem to be in direct 
conflict with Rule 305, and the Committee 
are of opinion that this rule should prevail. 

“Rule 449—This rule apparently covers 
and includes the costs in cases tried with a 
jury as well as those tried by a judge with- 
out a jury, and in so far as it deals with 
cases tried with a jurv it fails to give full 
offect to Section 94 of the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924, while, in cases tried by a judge 
without a jury, he should, in the opinion of 
the Committee, be required in any case in 
which he deprives the successful party of his 
costs to state in his order the grounds of his 
decision. 

“- Rule 450—The Committee consider the 
scale of costs to be excessive. 

““ Rule 468—The Committee would not have 
objected to this rule had it been confined to 
the correction of any obvious error, whether 
in a judgment or process, in spelling or in 
figures or in date, but strongly disapprove of 
its extension to ‘ patent errors’ in a judg- 
ment,””. 


DISTRICT COURTS. 

The Committee takes exception to eight of 
the proposed rules for the District, Courts. 
Discussing Rule 20,- the Committee directs 
attention to the disparity between the fees to 
be paid under that rule and those payable 
under Rule 77. The former rule appears to 
apply to criminal proceedings and the latter 
to civil, “ but this fact alone does not seem 
ms account for the disparity ” between the 
ees. 

Rule 24 seemed to the Committee to be de- 
fective in so far as it applied only to cases 
in which an order is made for payment of 
money. The Committee considers that the 
rule should extend to all cases of a civil 
nature, regardless of whether the result is a 
decree for payment or a dismiss. 

Criticising Rule 36, the Committee remarks 
that the words, “ Do you object to being 
tried summarily or do you wish to be tried 
by a judge and jury ?” as an offer of alterna- 
tives to an accused person are defective and 
calculated to mislead. Should the accused 
“- object ” to being tried summarily it fol- 
lowed automatically that his case should be 
sent forward to be tried by a judge with a 
jury. The appropriate form, the Committee 
points out, should make plain the alterna- 
tives of a summary trial or a trial by a judge 
and jury. 

Of Rule 93 the report states that it confers 
upon the District Justice an unlimited dis- 
cretion in the grant of witnesses’ expenses, 
which hitherto have been regulated by scale. 

The power conferred by Rule 95 the Com- 
mittee considers “ much too wide,” as it 
apparently ‘‘ enables the justice to adjourn 
any case as often as he thinks fit, and for an 
indefinite period, without requiring him to 
make an order for the purpése.”’ 


Rule 151 is stated to be defective in pre- | 


scribing no time limit within which an appli- 
cant’s document of title must be produced. 
““As it stands it would enable a person to 
carry on business as a licensed publican: for 
any period short of a year in premises to 
which he may prove to have no title.” 

The Committee’s criticism of Rule 171 is 
that it is merely a reproduction of a section 
in the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1857, with- 
out the addition of a further section in the 
same Act entitling the party whose applica- 
tion for a case stated has been refused to 
apply to the High Court for an order com- 
pe ing the justice to state a case. “The 
reproduction by a rule of the one section 
only is calculated to mislead.”’ 

© objection to Rule 180 is that the con- 

cluding words confer by implication on the 
justice the power to amend errors or mistakes 
of a verbal or technical nature, even though 
they have a tendency to mislead the opposite 
party. 


QUESTION OF AMENDMENT. 

The report of the Committee concludes :— 
“It will be observed that the Committee 
offer no suggestions as to the form of amend- 
ment of any of the Rules which they recom- 
mend should not be approved. In the first 
place, they consider that the Seanad is not 
authorised to amend the Rules, and is com 
fined to approval or disapproval, while they 
are also of opinion that the Seanad has neither 
the time nor the materials at its disposal to 
enable it to determine the nature and terms 
of any such amendment.”* 

It may be remembered that at the last 
sitting of the Senate Lord Glenavy challenged 
the contention of the Minister of Justice that

HE deputation representing the 

Anglican and Free Churches, which

“ The Prime Minister received the 
deputation representative of the 
Anglican and Free Churches at the 
House of Commons this evéning. The 
Prime Minister was accompanied by 
the Minister of Labour, the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, the Secretary 
of State for War, the Solicitor-General 
and the Secretary for Mines. 

“ The deputation was introduced by 
the Bishop of Lichfield, who submitte ] 
the document. signed by the officers of 
the Miners’ Federation, which has 
already been published, and the views 
of the deputation were stated by him 
and by the Bishops of Winchester and 
Manchester, the Rev. Dr. Gillie and 
the Rev. Dr. Garvie. 

“The Prime Minister stated the 
views of the Government, and after 
the thanks of the deputation had been 
expressed by Mr. St. Loe Strachey, 
the deputation withdrew.”’ 

It was announced later that the deputa- 
tion afterwards assembled to consider the 
Prime Minister’s reply. An official state- 
ment issued on their “behalf states that 
certain points in the proposals which had 
been endorsed by the Executive of the 
Miners’ Federation were considered in the 
light of the Prime Minister’s: answer. 
Further conversations will take place 
between the representatives of the 
Churches and the officers of the Miners’ 
Federation. 

It is understood that, as a result of the 
meeting with the Premier; the deputation 
felt moré hopeful of a successful outcome 
of their endeavours.to secure a settlement 
of the coal dispute. It is believed that 
alternative plans were brought forward 
and frankly discussed, and that some of 
these may be productive of satisfactory 
results.

were willing to accept the report of the Royal 
Commission, with all that it implied. 

It was pointed out that, under the new 
scheme, there was no guarantee that the 
subsidy would be limited even to the four 
months suggested. At the end ‘of that time 
arbitration might begin, and there would be 
a further delay, during which; . presumably, 
the subsidy would be expected to-continue. 

Reference was made to an alternative. pro- 
posal which has been put forward, and which 
involves a loan of several millions’ to finance 
the coal industry during the reorganisation 
period. The suggestion, apparently, is that 
the interest on the loan shall be guranteed by 
the industry itself. The deputation was asked 
if a Government. guarantee’ would “be required. 
If so, it was urged that this would be merely 
a subsidy in a different form. If this was 
not needed, then it was a matter for direct 
discussion between the owners and the miners, 
though doubts were expressed “as to how a 
composite body to guarantee the loan could be 
formed. |

CLAIMS BY GAS COMPANY AND 


URBAN COUNCIL. 

In the High Court, Belfast, yesterday, Mr. 
Justice Wilson delivered judgment in the 
action in which the Downpatrick Gas Com- 
pany claimed an injunction to restrain the 

ownpatrick Urban District Council from 
steamrolling roads m the town in such a 
manner as to damage the gas mains and pipes 
of the plaintiff company. There was a 
counter-claim for an injunction to restrain 
“arg rina from damaging defendants’ sewers 

y laying gas mains through them. 

In the course of his judgment his lordship 
held that the defendants’ steamroller had 
broken the main gas pipe in John street, and 
he granted an injunction restraining the de- 
ferdants from using any steamroller that 
would break the plaintifis’ mains in places 
where they were preperly laid. 

He found that there was no proof that the 
breakages of the gas mains in Market street 
were caused by the Urban Council’s steam- 
roller, and gave judgment for defendants on 
that issue. 

His Lordship further found that in Scotch 
street the gas main in fact ran through the 
sewer, contrary to the plaintiffs’ statute, and 
that this main had been relaid in 1904, and 
consequently that it should have been pro- 
perly laid so as to avoid the sewer. e, 
therefore, gave judgment for the defendants 
on the issue as to Scotch street, restraining 
the plaintiffs from continuing this main 
through the sewer. 

He directed an inquiry as to the damages 
suffered by the plaintiffs owing to the breaks 
in their main in John street, together with 
the costs of the action, less such sum as the 
defendants would be entitled to in respect of 
their counter-claim, and all the. issues as to 
Scotch street and Market street.

of the Mayo Industrial Organisation in 
Castlebar, when a letter was read from Mr. 
Lindsay Crawford, in the course of which 
he congratulates all concerned on the practical 
effort that is now being made to industrialise 
County Mayo and to divert migratory and 
casual labour into local industrial channels. 
Mayo, he stated, already exhibited a capacity 
for the production of high-class woollen goods, 
and in other directions should be capable of 
meeting a large part of local requirements. 
Concentration upon county development of 
industries subsidiary to that of agriculture 
would in the long run prove the shortest 
road to national industrialisation. What 
An Saorstat needed at the present time more 
than anything else was a revival of national 
sentiment behind a “ Made-in-Ireland’’ edu- 
cational campaign. 
THE GREAT DRAWBACK. 

Professor Tierney, T.D., writing from 
Dublin, stated :—Our reatest national 
drawback at the moment is our exploitation 
by the highly organised mass production 
methods of foreign. industry, and our greatest 
endeavour should be to try and set up a 
bulwark against this exploitation. Prodnc- 
tion is a very necessary element in prosperity, 
careful and well-directed buying is an equal 
necessity. The best hope for Mayo farmers 
is the encouragement, by well-directed use of 
their purchasing power, of every Irish in- 
dustry that can give employment to their 
children. There are many ways in which 
this encouragement could be given, not the 
least of which is concentration on securing 
an Irish food supply. Large sums of money 
leave even the poorest districts in the pur- 
chase of foreign flour, bacon, and butter, 
most of which could easily be produced on 
the poor land of Mayo. If our farmers could 
be got to realise that every time they pur- 
chase foreign-made cloth, hosiery, boots, and 
even such humble implements as spade- 
handles, they are doing something to deprive 
their children of employment in Ireland, one 
side of our industria 
solved. Demand would create supply, and it 
is in the organisation of a strong and intel- 
ligent demand for home-made estitlen of every 
sort that your meeting can do, perhaps, the 
greatest service. 

The difficulties which face the stimulation 
of production are, as we must frankly recog- 
nise, much greater. [Efficient productive 
enterprise must, beyond all other things, be 
the work of individuals, and until individual 
men of substance in Mayo can be induced to 
invest their money in existing Mayo industry 
and to organise hew forms for it, there can 
be no lasting progress here, in my opinion. 
Such an organisation as you hope to establish 
could aid towards this end, first of all by 
creating a market for home produce, and 
secondly by supplying reliable information 
and advice as to trade and labour possibilities. 

I am convinced that there is plenty of 
room for development in cottage industries, 
and that with careful specialised organisation 
they could command not only a home 
market but a considerable foreign one also. 
Their chief drawback at present seems to be 
lack of efficient marketing organisation. The 
only hope for these industries is to centralise 
their designing and trading departments, 
leaving to the teacher solely the work of 
training the labour. I would suggest that 
the possibility of forming a Mayo federation 
of cottage industries be explored, so that 
the services of one expert designer and 
marketing agent could be secured. Later on 
this federation could fit in with the scheme 
which would cover the whole country. ‘This 
national scheme will come sooner or later.

A PROPHECY. 


a Cee 
(By VINCENT RICHARDS.) 


It is only natural, now that Tilden has been 
reigning as world champion for six years, 
that tennis fans all over the world should 
begin to speculate as to who will be his suc- 
cessor. Of course, it may be some years 
before “ Big Bill ” passes out of the picture; 
he may keep his grip on the title for many 
years to come. He may be able to give a 
op account of himself for hve years yet; 

e would then be only forty, and Norman E. 
Brookes, we all remember, was able to give 
the Belgian, Jean Washer, a hard fight when 
Brookes was forty-four years of age. 

WHO WILL WEAR THE CROWN? 

But when Tilden shall be dethroned, who 
will wear the crown in his place? 

Naturally the first question that arises is 
this: Will it be another American’? I think 
the chances are about fifty-fifty that it will 
not be. There are, of course, a number of 
highly promising ag; 5ú coming to the 
fore in tennis in the United States, but they 
will not have had the necessary experience in 
tournament play in time to beat resent 
champion. The next title hold-- will more 
probably be a man who has already climbed 
almost to the top; a player who has but the 
ons short critical step to take from national 
to world championship. 

Who is that man? I do not think Tilden’s 
successor will Le found among the English, 
the Americans, the Japanese or the Austra- 
hans; it 1s jus‘ possible that Alonso, of 
Spain, may .» the man. There is left, how- 
ever, a consideration of the place that France 
holds in international tennis; a place which 
she has made for herself only in the iast few 
years, but which she gives every indication 
of holding for some time to come. It looked 
for a long time as if Borotra would be a 
figure of permanent brilliance on the courts; 
but like McLoughlin a few years ago, he 
sacrifices everything to speed and wastes a lot 
of good and useful effort in nreworks. He -s 
no serious menace to Tilden’s supremacy at 
present, Cochet, although still very young, 
is a more serious danger. He has all the 
advantages of the Latin temperament—speed, 
technique, good footwork — without the 
great disadvantage that sometimes accom- 
panies it, lack of nervous poise. He needs 
a few more years of practice in international 
matches and then he may well be a serious 
competitor for the highest honours in the 
game. 

FRANCE SUPREME. á 

But the only really serious threat to 
Tilden’s long reign comes from Rene Lacoste, 
because Lacoste has apparently all that 
Tilden has, and, m addition, he is younger. 
On that account it is almost inevitable that 
before long he will dethrone Tilden, and, 
with Cochet beside him, make France 
supreme in tennis. Last winter, when he 
played in the indoor matches in America, he 
scored decisive victories over both Tilden and 
myself. Of course, he plays a game that is 
about fifteen better on hard courts than on 
outdoor courts, but even out of doors, he has 
everything that is necessary to become world 
champion. 

His game is the highest type of modern 
tennis. It has not only the speed and bril- 
liance, but mechanical. accuracy as well. 
Curiously enough, his footwork on his back- 
hand side is much better than on his fore- 
hand. That is due to the fact that he faces 
the net when he strokes. He is unique among 
champions of the world in his unfailing 
ability to put the ball in play. He uses as 
the basis of his tactics the breaking up of 
his opponent’s game; in this he is like John- 
ston, Alonso, Tilden and myself. He has a 
cool, aloof, business-like style. He plays as 
Brookes used to play, with perfect poise and 
precision, with an unhurried air, that shows 
how perfectly he knows at all times what he 
is doing. But under the surface the fires 
smoulder; the fires of an enthusiasm; a 
passion for ‘the game. He hag his feelings so 
well under control that few suspect their 
existence, but occasionally one gets a glimpse 
of a blaze, so brief and so quickly ex- 
tinguished, that the spectators are almost 
never aware of it. 

A MEMORABLE MATCH. 

For instance, when he played against Tilden 
last September in the Davis Cup matches in 
Philadelphia, a few of the more observant 
in the audience were aware that Tilden’s 
ultimate xictory was due more te the fact’ 
that Lacoste was upset by an unfortunate 
incident than to Tilden’s whirlwind methods. 
Lacoste played phenomenal tennis in that 
particular match, and he would undoubtedly 
have been victor had it not been for the fact 
that an umpire, with his eyes anywhere but 
on the ball, made a wrong decision. It will 
surprise many of those who have watched 
this young Frenchman to know that he could 
be upset by such an occurrence; but when 
you consider how important that match was 
to him, and also that Lacoste had not had 
nearly so much experience in international 
match play as Tilden, you can easily under- 
stand how he would weaken just a little in 
the fact of an umpire’s indifference. After 
all—most of the great players of the world 
have “‘ nerves ’’— Tilden himself has, 
and Johnston and Lenglen and Alonso—they 
all play tensely, with tremendous nervous 
energy held constantly in check. 
NATIONAL STYLES CONTRASTED. 

It will be interesting to see what will 
happen if France does lead the nations of the 
world in tennis. In the years that America 
has been the leader, we have put our national 
stamp upon the game; we have set the 
standard by which other nations have been 
measured. It has grown, under our influence, 
from a conservative baseline game of defence 
—a recreation and amusement rather than an 
actual sport—to a game based on speed and 
strength and endurance; a game of offence, of 
net attack, of varied and violent service, and 
tricky, difficult strokes of all kinds. In the 
hands of the English, style was everything. 
In our hands, it is the score that counts, 
although we do not deny that good form is 
the best asset in building up a good score. 

If the French take this supremacy away 
from us, what changes will be made in the 
game’ What influence will the French 
national temperament have upon methods and 
strokes, tactics and ethics? She will pro- 
bably invent new strokes and services ; she will 
set new standards of speed and pace; she will, 
in all probability, make it a more graceful 
game to watch, a more rhythmic series of 
movements. And so long as Lacoste is her 
leading player, she will accomplish all this 
without any loss of speed in strokes or foot- 
work. There is no room, so far as I can see, 
for any great change in the fundamentals of 
the game. It must go on as it has 
been going; a game based on the net attack. 
It can only be changed in details, not in struc- 
ture. 

SLEEPING BEAUTY OF THE COURTS. 

If, then, France will before long set the 
fashion in tennis as she does in women’s dress, 
it will prove a great stimulus to European 
tennis. There is no doubt that the game has 
been in a more or less stagnant condition on 
the Continent and in England, and it may 
well be Lacoste who will awaken the sleeping 
beauty of the courts. Lacoste himself said 
that he could learn more tennis in six months’ 
tournament play in America than he could 
learn in Europe in ten years. 

Naturally, I should hate to see the capital 
of the world of tennis moved to France; but 
if it should be moved, the cause of justice will 
not be injured. England was the first to 
dominate. We learned from her and took 
away her ascendancy. We have perfected the 
game during the last dozen years or so to a 
point undreamed of by its originators. Now 
France learns it from us—and she may take 
away our ascendancy. Bitter as it will be for 
us to take second place, no one can deny that 
the game as a whole profits by a change of 
scene. The more widely the crown travels, 
the more definitely standardised tennis will 
become—in methods of play, in types of balls, 
rackets, courts and rules; and the more 
democratic its ideals will be. 


GOLD RUSH IN BRITISH

from Topley (British Columbia), states the 
Canadian Official Press Bureau.

servitude, and had done two terms of im- 
prisonment ; and one would have thought that 
the chance he had in the Aug would improve 
him, but it did not, He would not, hówever, 
send him to penal servitude, but would impose 
a sentence oí twenty-one months' imprison- 
ment, with hard labour. 

Prisoner—Thank you, my lord, , 

Michael J. Higgins, Tallaght, motor engineer, 
stated that on April 10th, 1924, O’Donnell, 
who was accountant in Tallaght military 
camp, told him that somebody owed him 
money, and the excuse for not paying him 
was that he had no cheque. He asked wit- 
ness for two cheques, which witness gave him. 
Witness never signed the cheques for £20 and 
£30 (produced) nor did he authorise any 
person to sign them. 

Cross-examined by prisoner (who conducted 
his own defence)—He never suggested erectin 
a dance hall in partnership with prisoner, an 
never received any building material from 
prisoner. 

Mr. M. J. Driscoll stated that he was pre- 
sent when the accused asked for, and got, two 
blank cheques from Higgins. 

Patrick English stated that he went into a 
shop in Merrion row on May 15th, and when 
he came out in five minutes’ time his bicycle 
was missing. He identified the bicycle in 
court as his property. 

PRISONER'S EVIDENCE. 

The prisoner, giving evidence, said that in 
January, 1924, he received orders to proceed 
to Tallaght camp as accountant and to in- 
vestigate certain matters as intelligence officer. 
He became acquainted with Mr. Hig ins, who, 
he alleged, asked him to use his influence for 
the purpose of getting his cars to convey 
troops from Tallaght camp. Higgins learned 
that he (prisoner) had some experience of 
dance halls, and he spoke to him about start- 
ing a dance hall. Witness supplied him with 
some material for the purpose. Then came 
the Army mutiny, and he came out with some 
other officers. He was about to leave the 
country, and he alleged that Higgins owed 
him money for the material which he sold 
him, and also money which he promised for 
getting his cars used by the camp. Higgins 

ave him a filled cheque for £20. He told 

iggins that it was not sufficient, and a few 
days later he got a cheque for £30. 

e prisoner was then cross-examined by 
Mr. Carrigan. The “stuff” he sold to Higgins 
was not the property of the Free State Army; 
it had belonged to the British Army. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Carrigan, wit- 
ness admitted that hw got five months’ im- 

risonment, with har labour, last December 
or neglecting his child. 

In charging the jury, Mr. Justice Hanna 
said that it was a question for them whether 
they believed the evidence of Higgins and 
Driscoll. The prisoner certainly did not suffer 
anything by not having the best counsel at 
the Bar defending him, because there was not 
a point that could be made which he had not 
made, 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, as 
stated, on the charges of forging and uttering.

SHOOTING AFFRAY IN 


NEWPORT. 

Rival seamen from Cardiff and Newpor® 
came into conflict at Alexandra Docks, New- 
port, yesterday, and there followed a fight, 
in the course of which stones, brass rods, 
knives and at least one revolver were used.

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CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOUR 
MOVEMENT. 
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THE BISHOP OF LONDON ON 
PROHIBITION. 


Representatives of thirty nationalities at» 
tended the Christian Endeavour World’s Con- 
vention, which was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing at the Crystal Palace.. In a series of 
three-minute addresses they gave accounts of 
the Christian Endeavour Movement in their 
respective countries. Many of the delegates 
spoke in English. The flags were received by 
the Rev. John Pollock, Belfast, who presided 
over the morning session. 

The Chairman, in his address, said that he 
had always stood for staunch loyalty to 
Church and State, to one’s own nation and 
denomination. On the other hand, the Chris- 
tian Endeavour Movement had always stood,- 
with perfect sincerity, for international and 
undenominational fellowship, friendship, and 

eace. 
: A THOUSAND NEW SOCIETIES. 

The Rev. E, J. 1. Bagnall, President of 
the Christian Endeavour Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland, mentioned that in the 
last two years a thousand new societies had 
been registered within the Union, and there 
were about two hundred and fifty thousand 
members in the British Isles. 

The Rumanian delegate said that he 
brought. no flag, because in his country the 
bearing of colours was prohibited, and his 
people wore them only in their hearts. 

The American Delegation was seven hun- 
dred strong, and included the United States 
Christian Endeavour President, Dr. Daniel A, 
Poling. 

The Bishop of London, presiding at the 
evening meeting, said that he had been a 
teetotaller for forty years, but he did not 
expect all his fellow countrymen to take that 
line, though he tried to persuade them, He 
did protest against the interference by Bri- 
tish ships with the splendid experiment of 
Prohibition in America. He was going to 
that country, and he hoped to persuade 
America to stand with them wholeheartedly 
in stopping war. 

“I believe,” he said, 
and Great Britain stood side b 
we could stop any war in the whole world.” 

He agreed with one of the speakers that 
God had given them plenty of Fa things 
for all their people. It was their wicked 
system oí distribution which was wrong. 
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
